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FRANCE A N D HER CRITICS. 
•One might think, judging from some of 
the comment one reads, that if it were not 
for France, peace would be smiling on the 
w$rld with so sweet and reassuring a smile 
that we could count on peace forevermore. 
Declaring that the action 
of 
France has 
i rendered practically inevitable “the most 
widespread carnage 
the 
world has ever 
known,” an observer at Washington sends 
to:the Louisville Courier-Journal this typi­ 
cal expression of the thought that is in so 
many minds: 
“France is planting the seed to bring 
.'forth in the fullness of time this crop 
:to be garnered by our children now 
splaying with their toys. I argue neith­ 
e r the legal right nor the motives that 
.made France march into the Ruhr. Un­ 
influenced 
by 
sympathy, I face the 
facts as they affect the future. 
What 
France has done today has implanted 
In every German the determination to 
be revenged, she has created a hol\ 
cause to be cherished and to die for 
when the day again comes. 
France 
cannot destroy Germany nor can she 
keep her in perpetual subjection. The 
day will come 
when 
Germany will 
once more be powerful, when she will 
feel herself 
strong 
enough to chal­ 
lenge France, when in her own behalf 
she will be able to meet her not on 
equal terms, but with the advantage 
6n her side, and when that day comes 
there will be war with France. It is in­ 
evitable. Nations do not forget. Peo­ 
ples do not accept 
humiliation. 
A 
wrong must be atoned. It is the whole 
lesson of history.” 
Most of what is said in the above para­ 
graph is true. 
But there are certain other 
imf>ortant truths of which no mention is 
made. 
Long before France marched into the 
Ruhr there existed in Germany “the deter­ 
mination to be revenged.” 
It was just as 
certain then as it is now 
that 
Germany 
would try to

back”— not only in 
order to get revenge for her defeat in the 
war but also in order to obtain the eco­ 
nomic advantages which go with natonal 
power. The occupation of the Ruhr has in­ 
tensified this perfectly natural desire of 
the,, Germans to “come back,” but the de­ 
sire needed no intensification.

It is not true that by seiz­ 
ing the Ruhr France “has created a holy 
cause (in Germany) to be cherished and to 
die for when the day again comes.”
